Myung(US 2002/0135544) teaches a plasma display having an upper address 
driver(68A) and a lower address driver(68B). 

Moon(6,1 88,374) teaches a plasma display having an upper address driver and a 
lower address driver. 

Nakamura(6,529,177) teach a plasma display having a plurality of address 
drivers(20-1,20-2). 

Huang(6,388,643) teaches a plasma display having a scan/sustaining driver for 
applying driving signals to a first block(L1-L300) and a second block(L301-L600) 
utilizing asymmetric sustaining. 
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Kim(6,271,809) teach a plasma display having an upper address driver(20) and 
a lower address driver(22). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

None of the cited references teach a plasma display comprising a first address 
driver(first data driver) for applying a first driving signal(data signal) to a first address 
electrode line(first data line) in a first block; a second address drive(second data) for 
applying a second driving signal(data signal) to a second address electrode 
line(second data line) in a second block and a controller controlling the first address 
driver and the second address driver in order to partially overiap the first driving signal 
and the second driving signal.
